Mexican arm y u n d er the long re­ 
gim e of P resid en t Diaz and cast his 
fortune w ith Francisco I. M adero in 
the revolution by w hich M adero seiz­ 
ed the M exican presidency. Subse­ 
quently G eneral Angeles enlisted his 
skill' in sup p o rt of the cause of F ra n ­ 
cisco V illa against th e 'C arranza gov­ 
ernm ent and was credited w ith plan­ 
ning m any of the b attles V illa won. 
B oth friends and enem ies of Gen­ 
eral A ngeles havg declared th a t h e 
w as an unselfish p atrio t and th a t 
his hope was to bring about peace 
in Mexico. 
H e was successively student, in­

thousands of years ago,” said Judge 
G. Ed Warren of the municipal court 
at the Sunday forum at the Y. M. 
C. A. “In fact, before the erection 
of the famous Temple of Solomon, 
labor was highly organized and had 
been able to secure wages so high 
that one day’s work would keep a 
man a week.” 
Judge Warren said that Christ 
and Joseph were both members of 
the carpenter’s union of that day. 
Christ evidently endorsed the idea of 
organized 'labor along 
reasonable 
lines. 
The great trouble was that 
often certain members of the union 
—not the union itself—were unrea­ 
sonable in their demands and stir­ 
red up discord among their fellows. 
Most workmen would be fair if giv­ 


en wages large enough to enable 
them to support their families com­ 
fortably, he aaid. 
“There is no reason for the price 
of coal in Oklahoma to be so high,” 
he said, tho operators are. paying the 
miners mile more for digging the 
coal than they reveived IO years 
ago, while the price to the con­ 
sumer has been increased four fold. 
The speaker said he was in favor 
of government ownership of all pub­ 
lic utilities and anything else, the 


suspension of the production of 
whioh would cause suffering.

ing, and more than 400 relief work­ 
ers. 
There are included in this number 
medical units of doctors and nurses, 
with full equipment for 15 hospitals 
of IOO beds each; agricultural ex­ 
perts, 
orphanage 
workers, 
recon­ 
struction aids, kindergarten workers, 
and other skilled helpers. 
Relief centers have been establish­ 
ed 
at Constantinople, 
throughout 
Asia Minor and in Syria, Palestine, 
Mesopotamia, Persia, the Caucasus 
and Egypt. The principal centers 
are at Aintab, Aadna, Konia, Smyr­ 
na, Massovan, and Samsoun, in Asia 
Minor; Alleppo and Beirut, Syria; 
Jerusalem, Palestine; 
Bagdad and 
Mosul, Mesopotamia; Erivan, Batum, 
Tiflis and Baku, in the Caucasus; 
Tabriz and Teheran, Persia; Alex­ 
andria and Port Said, Egypt; and at 
Constantinople. Radiating from these 
points are hundreds of smaller sta­ 
tions. 
Orphanages are now maintained in 
connection with the relief centers. 
According to tow ard Heinz, Mr. 
Hoover’s representative in the Near 
East, the committee's orphanages in 
Russian Armenia, which is but a 
small part of the territory in which 
it 
is administering relief, 
"have 
saved the lives of thousands of chil­ 
dren." - 
Industiral work on a large scale 
has 
been 
provided 
for refugees. 
Fifteen homes have been established 
in Asia Minor for the Christian 
women and girls rescued from Turk­ 
ish homes.

By relief train wherever the rail: 
roads penetrate; 
by motor truck 
over the plains and through the 
valleys; by mule over the mountains, 
and by canal across the desert, sup­ 
plies and workers both are moving 
steadily farther and farther into the 
interior.

This is a l%'.rt of a 
nation-wide drive to raise $30,000.-j 
OOO for relief of those suffering 
lands. Your attention is called to the 
following facts: 
From the desert to which nearly 
four years ago, they were driven by 
the Turks to perish, come the chil-! 
dren of Armenia—those who are 
left of them. In groups of twos and! 
threes they come, thin and hungry. 
clad only in dirty rags. With them 
.sometimes are their mothers; morel 
.often—their fathers being butchered, 
their mothers carried 
away 
into 
slavery to die of abuse— they are! 
. ophans. 
In the dark months of 1915 these 
• children w'ere forced at the point 
of Turkish bayonets down the long 
and corpse-strewn pith of depot ta- 
| tion to the Arebiun desert. Many of 


their number died beneath the blaz- 
iqg sun. Many were clubbed to death 
by the Turkish guards. Others were 
thrown to their death by their mo­ 
thers. driven insane by suffering. 
) 
The survivors have barely existed. 
Their food has consisted of roots! 
and—think of it!—fragments from 
refuse heaps and the rotting corpses 
of animals, themselves dead of star- 
starvation. 
In equal misery are the children 
of the refugees who fled into the 
fastnesses of the Caucasus mountains 
when the deportations began. There j 
are now about 330,000 refugees in 
this one region, so starved that 
some, according to official state­ 
ments, have resorted to cannibalism.
